Trip to Teat Polar Voyager’s Claim 


Find No T race of H it Alleged As­ 


cent. 


Fairbanks, Alaska, April 13.— T he 
F airbanks expedition to Mount Mc­ 
Kinley, the 
highest peak in North 
America, reached the summ it April 3, 
a*ter a climb of one month from the 
base, It was announced. No traces of 
Dr. Freder ick A. Cook s alleged ascent 
were found. 
Thom as Lloyd, leader of the expe­ 
dition. arrived here. 
His companions 
w ere Daniel Patterson. W. R. Taylor 
and Charles McGonigle. 
All reached 
the top of the mountain. 
The 
expedition, 
which 
left 
F air­ 
banks Dec. 15, while the controversy 
over Dr. Cook’s disputed ascent was 
still raging, was financed by August 
Peterson and W illiam M w hee. of this 
city. 
The plan was to go Into cam p 
on the mountain as high as possible 
and probably about the middle of May 
m ake a dash for the summit. 
The obstacles encountered were not 
so great as had been predicted. 
Four cam ps w ere established during 
the ascent and a trail was blazed all 
the way to th e crest 
Up to 12,000 
feet the climbing did not present un 
usual difficulties. 
For the next 4000 
feet the way led over a steep Ice 
field, which at first seemed to forbid 
further progress, but through which. 
upon exploration. It was found possi­ 
ble to locate a path. 
The final dash to the top was made 
from the 16,000 foot camp. 
Mount McKinley term inates In twin 
peaks of equal height, one som ew hat 
rounded and covered with snow, the 
other composed of 
hare 
and 
wind 
swept rocks. 
On the rock peak the 
F airbanks clim bers placed an Ameri­ 
can flag in a m onum ent of stones. 
T he expedition, which was provided 
with Dr Cook's map* and data, en­ 
deavored to follow his supposed route, 
hut utterly failed to verify any part 
of his account of an ascent. 
The expedition was equipped with 
a dog team and supplies, and with the 
latter they established a bate at the 
foot of the mountain. They planned to 
m ak e the dash for the summ it at the 
break of w inter in March. 
The m em ­ 
bers of the party agreed to forfeit 
$500*1 if none of them reached the 
summ it. 
One of th eir objects was to 
verify or disprove to their own sa tis­ 
faction the claim of Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook that he reached the summ it In 
the fall of 1906. 
Dr. Cook asserted he had ascended 
Mount McKinley and to have reached 
the sum m it on Sept. IO. He said that 
he had left at the top of the m ountain 
proofs that he had been there.

McKinley is 
th e 
assum ed 
culm inating point of the North Airier 
b a n continent and is in the Alaska 
range, latitude 63 degrees 4 m inutes 
north, longitude 151 degrees west. Its

In contrast with Senator Lafollette's 
attack on the railroad bill was Hie 
speech of Mr, .Vann. of Illinois, chair­ 
man of the interstate commerce com­ 
mittee, who opened the battle on the 
measure In the house with a speech 
defending Its provisions. The commit­ 
tee had made a thorough revision of 
the text, the bill having 
originally 
been introduced by Mr. Townsend, of 
Michigan. 
Mr. Mann declared 
that 
railroad 
transportation Is a necessity and not 
a mere convenience. 
Mr. Marin said the bill would give 
greater expedition to justice, greater 
advantages on oven terms to all ship­ 
pers. greater security to those who 
cared to invest their money in rail 
way stocks or bonds and greater pro­ 
tection to those railroads whose man 
agementa desired to operate them ef­ 
ficiently Ae the interest of the people 
and the "stockholders. 
He summarized the propositions In­ 
volved in the pending bill under three 
general heads. These were: 
First— Speedy determination of dis­ 
putes by the creation of the com­ 
merce court, with expert judges hav­ 
ing no greater jurisdiction than the 
circuit courts now have. 
Second— Enlarging the statutory du­ 
ties of the railways and the rights of 
shippers and increasing the powers of 
the interstate commerce commission 
so that classifications, regulations and 
practices shall he just and reasonable 
and enforceable as much, whether af­ 
fecting the rates charged or not. 
Third— Regulating the consolidation 
of railroads and their issues of stocks 
and bonds so that competition may be 
kept open as far as possible and rates

The water should be rep u t­ 
edly changed until it shows no Indica 
tlou of milkiness. It is important that 
the butter should uot tie pressed or 
worked during the process of remov­ 
ing the milk from the butter. 
After this tile butter may he pressed 
into a mass aud salt to the extent of 
oue-fortletb its weight worked toto it 
The water should ta* well pressed out, 
but the less worked the more perfectly 
its granular character is maintained.

cookers 
meat 
m ay 
be roasted 
and 
bread, cake and pies baked most Hue* 
cessfully without requiring tile sligh t­ 
est attention after they are put iu the 
baker. 
I know one housekeeper who 
does all tier cooking, baking aud roast­ 
ing with the help of a tireless cooker 
and a tireless baker and a tw o burner 
gasoline stove. 
She has proved, too, 
that site accom plishes more work with 
better results at about one-half the 
cost of fuel and tw ice as much saving 
o f lier ow n tim e and labor as w hen she 
used a first class coal range. 
Really the term ‘‘fireless cooker” is 
a misnomer, and a much better name 
would be ‘‘heat 
retainer.” for there 
must first 
Im* heat enough to bring 
w hatever is to be cooked to the boil­ 
ing point or until it lins been heated 
throughout 
to at 
least 
180 degrees. 
This can be accomplished over any 
kind of tire. 
Then the heat is simply 
retained 
by 
the cooker for several 
hours or until 
the cooking is com ­ 
pleted. 


T h e H o m em ad e Cooker. 


It is not necessary to buy a cooker, 
though one or more should lie included 
in every up to date kitchen equipment. 
Very 
satisfactory 
ones 
have 
been 
made out of a wooden box or pail lined 
carefully w ith hay, wood, excelsior or 
paper, which is covered wit ii outing 
flannel or asbestus, leaving a hole in 
the center to tit closely around the 
utensil in which the food is cooked. 
The principle involved in using tho 
cooker is that the receptacle is made 
of aud lined with some nonconducting 
material which holds the heat hi the 
food until it is cooked. 
For this rea­ 
son a wooden box, barrel or pall is 
used for the outside part. 
T his is 
lined three <»r four inches thick with 
wool, paper, excel ior or in som e eases 
w it ii exhausted air. 
A space is left 
in the center w iii* Ii tits closely around 
the covered granite utensil in which 
food is co* bcd. 
A padded cover tits 
IitrI»I over tin* top of tin* cooker, thus 
allow ing in* chance for tin* outside air 
to enter or I In* lieut to escape. 
The 
tem perature the food material Is w hen 
it U put in*** til* cooker will be re­ 
tained for s \ i d hours, and tin* fall 
in temporal tire is very gradual. 
I lie 
pi in* iplc is the sam e for freezing as 
In rooking, a low temperature I icing 
retained the sam e as a high degree of 
ileal. 
In tin* linker i wo soapstones are heat­ 
ed 
for Ii ft eon minutes directly over 
the tire. and Hun one is placed above 
and tin* oilier below tin* article to Im* 
I tsked. 


Cooking Cereals In th * “ Fireless."

The tireless cooker is not intended 
for

ed in it they are sure to be heavy and 
more or ie^ s w atery.
